Such are the 
community ideas that if a man doesn't 
care to burn his fe^ce himself his neigh- 
bors cuietly remove it and burn it for 
him. Xatura.'. y enough, therefore, is is 
seldom that there is such an omission on 
vie owner's p%rt. 


In the reservations outside of the vil- 


lage considerable farming is carried on, 
and quite large farms are by some fami- 
lies operated. 3uoney, though, is Neces- 
sarily scarce, even among the mosl suc- 
cessful, and so i; is bu; few who can 
affprd expensive agricultural 
imple- 


ments and farming machines. 


Still some of th'e farms are very cred- 


itable indeed.
